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1. Rico 

Baby Merino DK 



Multiple ends of 100% virgin wool 
are plied together to create Rico 
Baby Merino DK. Not only is it 
soft to the touch, making it ideal 
for wee ones, it s also durable with 
a superwash treatment, which of 
course makes it easy to care for. 

It knits to a standard DK tension 
of 22 sts and 28 rows, producing 
a beautifully even fabric with 
well-defined stitches, so whether 
you're knitting plain or textured 
stitches you are bound to be 
pleased with the results. There's 
a choice of six neutral and pastel 
shades available, including shade 
006 Pebble shown here, and the 
collection of designs to support 
this yarn features small garments, 
accessories and toys for little ones. 
If you're used to making small 
projects you'll also be pleased that 
the 25g balls mean you're more 
likely to buy exactly the amount 
you need. Machine washable at 
30°c on a very gentle cycle. May 
also be dry cleaned with care.

2. King Cole 
Bamboozle 



King Cole Bamboozle is a 
variegated blend of 48% bamboo, 
44% wool and 8% acrylic. This 
chunky slub has long, skinny 
sections of lustrous fibre that 
contrasts with the short, chunky 
bursts of wool to create an 
irregular thick and thin texture, 
which is sure to enliven any 
plain knitting. It knits up quickly 
on 6mm needles to a standard 
tension of 12 sts and 17 rows and is 
available in a palette of 10 exciting 
shades including shade 1140 
Heathers, shown here. This is an 
ideal yarn for quick accessories 
like scarves and snoods but 
if you're looking fora larger 
project there's a selection of 1 2 
patterns for both ladies' and girls' 
garments, which are available as 
loose leaflets. Hand washing at 
30°c is recommended. May also 
be dry cleaned but do not iron or 
tumble dry.

3. Rico 

Superba Circus 
Superwash 

Rico Superba Circus Superwash 

is a plied sock weight blend of 75% 
virgin wool and 25% polyamide. 

It knits to a standard tension of 30 
sts and 42 rows and the resulting 
fabric is durable and warm with 
subtle, tweedy bands of self- 
striping colour and occasional 
flashes of bright accents. Although 
it's not exactly quick to knit it was 
lovely to see how each colour was 
revealed as the knitting developed 
and thankfully it wasn't prone to 
splitting, despite the small size of 
the needles. As with most standard 
sock yarns it takes just one lOOg 
ball to make a pair of socks but with 
such a lively colour palette it would 
also work beautifully for larger 
projects. It's available in six shades, 
each of which is a combination of 
colours and tones; for example 
turquoise, lime, copper, jade, navy 
and chocolate are just some of the 
colours that can be seen in shade 

4, shown here. Machine washable 
at 40°c at a gentle setting. May also 
be dry cleaned with care. Do not 
tumble dry.

Alpaga is a chunky blend of 60% 
French Merino wool and 40% 
alpaca. It's a soft roving yarn with a 
touch of luxury that knits up quickly 
on 6.5mm needles to produce 
a wonderfully dense fabric with 
a standard tension of 14 sts and 
18 rows.

words from the craft world 



T here are plenty of crafty things going on 
down in the South West. Bath is home to 
the brilliant Fashion Museum, a treasure 
trove of gorgeous things. When I visited, these 
fantastic sporting knickers', contributed by the 
Kennet USA knitting group, caught my eye. I can 
see these catching on. 

While in the back streets of Bath I went in 
search of craft shop The Makery only to find 
that it was boarded up. Oh no, I thought, a craft 
catastrophe, another victim of the recession. 

But no, on closer reading it seems they have just 
moved to larger premises around the corner. I 
was shown around by the lovely Sarah Cunniffe, 
who proudly showed off their new book, 
cunningly called Mokery. I'm sure to be back 
for more of their inspirational classes; there is 
always so much more to learn. 

A good long time was spent enjoying The 
Bristol Wool Fair, a new venture started up by 
Sarah and David Harris of the Spinning Weal in 
Clevedon. The fair was at a lovely spot on the 
Downs where it is still legal to graze your sheep 
(should you want to). There I met Gertie the 
Sheep who was busy having her modesty spared 
by many flowers that were being stitched on, 
a creation of Vicky Harrison from Paper Village. 

The lovely Jen Best of Beaker Buttons was 
selling kits to make Dorset buttons, something 
I haven't tried for a while. I bought a Bee Uptite, 
a key for tightening Knitpros that I won't lose. 

I joined in the Knitathon where stitches had 
been cast on to many circular needles at once. 
I'm still not quite sure how this worked, but the 
stitches were worked along the row to the next 
knitter and eventually cast off at the end. The 
idea was to create a long piece of yarnbombing 



to decorate one of the fences along the Downs 
to mark the passing of the fair. 

Stallholders included the lovely Midwinter 
Yarns, Scandinavian in origin but now living in 
Wales, the lovely Estelle Faust is surrounded by 
Gotland wool and Lithuanian linen all day. Poor 
love. I also met Karen Tesson of Wildcraft, an 
online shop selling the most delicious cast resin 
spindles and hand-turned wooden accessories 
and stitch markers. Liz Eley has angora goats 
that roam and chomp away on her wildflower 
meadow. Sounds rather idyllic, doesn't it? 

Her husband is roped in to make these rather 
lovely buttons. They are made from offcuts of 
hawthorn and blackthorn when he is laying the 
hedges on the farm. Well, of course they are. 

Slightly further up north is Stroud, home of the 
novelist Laurie Lee. His books and travels are well 
known but what is less known is that Laurie Lee 
was 'Curator of Eccentrics' at the 1951 Festival of 
Britain. At Stratford Park for the centenary of his 
birth the strange and the surreal included / 
a machine for knitting dreams made by artist m 
Julian Claxton from Spike Island in Bristol.

Twentieth century knits 

Katy Bevan visits the Fashion Textiles Museum to check out its major new 
exhibition, KNITWEAR Chanel to Westwood 



E xhibitions about knitting don't come along 
very often and the new KNITWEAR Chonel 
to Westwood show at the Fashion and 
Textile museum is a real blockbuster. I spoke 
to Head of the Museum, Celia joicey who says 
that knitting shows, rather than straight fashion 
or tailoring, always get 
large audiences. I was 
surprised at this, until I 
thought of it in terms of 
football: I don't know 
the rules, so have no 
interest in watching it. 

There are a lot of us out 
there who love a bit of 
knitting and understand 
at least some of the 
rules, even if it's just not to put that handknit in the 
tumble drier, but not so many people that actually 
partake in a bit of tailoring. 

The history of knitting in the twentieth 
century would be a big story to fit into a small 
space. Although it couldn't possibly serve as 



a chronology of knitwear, this is a great edited 
version, seen through the lens of the collection of 
Mark and Cleo Butterfield at C20 Vintage Fashion 
with the eye of both curator Dennis Nothdruft 
and designer Bethan Ojari - and the Fashion and 
Textile Museum have used the space brilliantly. 



The exhibition begins by exploring the role 
knitting and crochet played in the creation 
of functional garments, undergarments and 
accessories in the early twentieth century before 
working its way through the decades from the 
1920s to the 1990s. There is something for 



everyone, from a Chanel cardigan suit through 
traditional Fairisle tank tops to a Seditionaries 
punk sweater. The garments in question come 
from the extensive personal collection of style 
history aficionados Mark and Cleo Butterfield. 
They keep their collection of twentieth 

century garments in 
a warehouse in Devon, 
lending to the film and 
television industry, 
where costume 
designers are always 
searching for that 
perfect period piece, 
and giving inspiration 
to designers on the 
hunt for a new idea. 

I spoke to the Butterfields about how 
they managed to edit down to this selection 
and how hard it was. Mark and Cleo are so 
enthusiastic about their collection that left to 
their own devices they would have filled the 
space entirely. They confessed to having four ►

more boxes upstairs that they had wanted to 
include but that there just wasn't room for. 
Dennis Nothdruft, curator of the Fashion and 
Textiles Museum was super strict, enabling him 
to maintain his vision and for us to see clearly 
what is left. "Knitwear is imbued with narrative 
and memory," says Nothdruft, "this exhibition 
is a way of accessing other people's stories, in 
particular the fashion sensibilities of collectors 
Mark and Cleo Butterfield through their iconic 
and personal pieces." 

And personal they are. Cleo herself is a keen 
knitter and some of the designs showcased 
here she made for herself over the years. Mark 
wistfully recalls the white crochet 1960s Twiggy 
suit in the show and that Cleo made one for 
herself from the Twilley's pattern with Twiggy on 
the cover. Quite a mini skirt it has too. 

The skinny Twiggy silhouette of the '60s 
links obviously with other crochet dresses here 
only a glance away: a glamorous 1920s dress 
crocheted in gold echoes a slim openwork 
dress in the same silhouette from forty years 
later. This exhibition is all about the links, not 
just between the stitches but over the decades, 
and the great thing about the design of this 
show is that it highlights those visual repeats. 
The 1970s and the 1930s both exhibit that sleek, 
body-con look. In the opening corridor there 
is a contemporary H&M crochet dress next 
to a petticoat made in 1907 in such a similar 
scalloped pattern that they could be from the 
same maker. There is even a link between the 



embellished cocktail sweaters, the epitome 
of Hollywood glamour in the 1950s, and the 
novelty appliqued jumpers of the 1980s. 

Nothdruft has managed to divide the long 
chronology into themes along the way. Each 
section is housed in a wooden crate, some 
stacked on top of each other, and the garments 
are framed within; a concept designed by Bethan 
Ojah. Sounds crazy, but it works. It means that 
you can look at each section in isolation, while 
standing back allows you to compare your box 
with other eras. It also cleverly creates a feeling of 
having just taken the front of the crate off to reveal 
a scene frozen in time from another era. I thought 
it was very clever indeed. 

The titles of these displays include Freedom 
and Fashion, early knitted sportswear allowing 
greater movement at the start of the century 
and The Future Starts Here, a look at the work of 
Rudi Gernreich and Andre Coureges from the 
1960s, all monochrome and leather straps fore- 
shadowing the bondage designs of a decade 
later. The Moke do and Mend section highlights 
the multicoloured sweaters of the 1940s that 
made a virtue of using scraps of recycled yarn, 
still fashionabletoday of course. The Novelty 
Factor shows '70s pink and grey spots, a nod to 
op art and Scottie dog motifs. There is even a 
Ritva sweater from their first artist series in 1971 
by Elizabeth Frink. (Other artists included Allen 
Jones, David Hockney and Patrick Hughes.) 
These came with a perspex display box so when 
you weren't wearing it you could hang your 



artwork on the wall. An Escada jumper from the 
1980s has a motif based on Franz Marc's famous 
blue horse painting, another art reference. Then 
there is an outrageous Fiorucci concoction 
with tassels and a Bill Gibb offering head-to-toe 
woolly coverage. 

Biba is represented by a beautiful dress 
including an Art Deco design. Again this harks 
back to the Hollywood glamour of the '30s. 

Biba celebrated the 'glam look,' a fun version 
of dressing up with '30s glamour. I remember 
my first pilgrimage to Biba at Derry and Tom's 
department store in Kensington High Street. The 
whole store was designed like a film set from the 
lifts to the carpets with mirrors everywhere. The 
shop was so dark your eyes had to adjust to the 
lack of light, a look much copied by Way In at 
Harrods and others much later. 

VISIONARY KNITWEAR 

Right at the front of the show, seen on the way 
in and on your way out, is the contemporary 
section of the exhibition. Visionary Knitwear, 
curated by Sandy Black, who knows a thing 
or two about knitwear in fashion - she literally 
wrote the book. Professor of Fashion, Textile 
Design and Technology at London College of 
Fashion, she is also author of tomes Knitwear in 
Fashion and Knitting: Fashion, Industry, Craft. 

The designers selected have all studied 
at degree or masters' level in the UK, 
demonstrating the key role played by British 
design education in fostering a risk-taking 
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approach to innovation throughout the 
industry. Sandy is passionate about the 
strength of education in the UKthat enables 
our designers to be at the forefront of the 
fashion industry. "We need to champion knit 
in education and celebrate the range and 
diverse approaches to knitting that come out 
of colleges." 

Celia agrees that the aesthetic and technical 
developments are why contemporary knitwear 
is so exciting. Lo-tech and hi-tech exist side by 
side in fashion knitwear. Many of the designs 
in this exhibit use sophisticated technology, 
a kind of soft engineering, while there is still 
a place for the handknit. AmyTwigger 
Holroyd s piece uses the hand to intervene 
in a machine-made garment while some of 
Sibling s knits could only be made by hand. 

The very recent outfit by 2014 BA graduate 
Camille Hardwick, is outstanding in its colour 
and textures. Made with monofilament, a coral 
pink semi-transparent jacket seems to have 
its own integral structure making it stand out. 
Alice Palmer is represented by a beautiful dress 
using her trademark corner construction, while 
Lucas Nascimento s understated pleated dress 
belies its complicated construction. I had to 
be restrained from stroking a meticulously 
crafted and delicate grey top by Iben Hoj that 
would be totally wearable. There were so many 
designers that Black wanted to include that she 
has ended up with a slideshow of those that 
couldn't be squeezed in. 



Extra glamour is added to the show, if it 
needed it, by the inclusion of Knitwear in Fashion 
Photography, a mini exhibition displaying iconic 
prints from the Norman Parkinson Archive and by 
Terence Donovan for Vogue, Harpers Bazaar and 
Queen, highlighting the increasing prominence 
of knitwear in twentieth century fashion. As if we 
needed telling.

K aty Evans talks to 
author Alexandra 
Brown about her 
new book, The Great 
Christmas Knit Off, what 
knitting means to her 
and why it resonates 
with others. 



Your love of knitting is obvious; when did 
you learn to knit and who taught you? 

I must have been very young, as I can't actually 
remember a time when I didn't know how to 
knit. I think my Nanny Edie taught me, as my 
earliest memory is of sitting with her, knitting 
and nattering together. They were happy times. 

What is the best piece of knit-related advice 
you have ever received that you would like 
to share with our readers? 

Keep calm and carry yarn. Remembering this 
has got me through many a dark moment and 
is also the mantra for Sybil, the main character 
in The Great Christmas Knit Off. 

What is on your needles now? 

I'm sorry to say that I have nothing on my needles 
right now as I've just started writing a new novel 
so all of my creative energy is going into that, but 
once I have the first few chapters written I'm sure 
I'll have another knitting project on the go. 

Every year knitting has a 'comeback' but in 
reality it has never gone away. Why do you 
think knitting resonates with people? 

Oooh, I love this question. For me, knitting is 
just so therapeutic, comforting, embracing, 
timeless, nostalgic, satisfying - it's everything 
really, anyone can do it and everyone knows 
someone who knits, and knitters are some of 
the nicest people I know. 

You already have a successful book series, 
Carrington's, is this the start of a new one? 

Thank you, and yes. The Great Christmas Knit 
Off is the first book in a new series following 
the lives of all the characters that live in the 
fictional village of Tindledale. 

What made you start writing a book 
about knitting? 



I have wanted to write a book about knitting for 
a very long time, since childhood in fact, when 
I loved rummaging through the tassel-trimmed 
Dralon knitting box that took pride of place in 
my Nanny Edie's front room, then sitting on the 
footstool beside her with my hands held up for 
her to wind the wool around them. The whole 
process fascinated me - the comforting click- 
clack of the needles as we nattered away -and 
I truly hope to have captured the essence of 
these memories forever in this book. 

Who is your favourite character in The Great 
Christmas Knit Off? (Mine's Lawrencel) 

Ahh, I always find questions like this very tricky 
to answer as I spend a lot of time with all of my 
characters and end up getting very attached to 
them, so I love them equally, but if I really had 
to choose just one, then I have a soft spot for 
Nettie, my first octogenarian character. I loved 
writing her story and found myself intrigued, 
but also saddened at times by the loneliness 
and heartbreak she endures - seeking solace 
in her knitting as she copes with some very 
real worries that many older people have - her 
resistance at first when the community comes 
together to support her through knitting. 

Knitting is such an embracing craft; it really 
can make everything seem so much better. 

If you weren't a writer what would you be? 

Very unhappy. I can't imagine a life 
without writing. 

I loved the inclusion of the Christmas 
pudding pattern at the end of the book. 

Will there be a new pattern in each book? 

Do you write them too? 

Oh, I'm so pleased and yes, there will definitely 
be something in the back of all the Tindledale 
books, maybe another knitting pattern, or 
perhaps a 'how to make ... 'set of instructions 
as crafting will feature throughout the series 
because it fits so nicely with the village setting, 
plus I love making stuff. The lovely little Christmas 






pudding pattern was kindly written for me by 
Julie Richards, who runs an amazing online 
business called The Little Knit Kit Company. 

They design all kinds of knitting kits which come 
with everything you need included. They're 
perfect for children too; my daughter loved 
knitting the Halloween black cat kit. 

If you could only use one type of yarn and/or 
one stitch for the rest of your life what 
would it be? 

Hmm, now this is a very tricky question to answer 
as there are so many, but if I really had to choose 
then it would be the cable stitch. It's so versatile 
-jumpers, scarves, hats, cushion covers, throws 
- it's timeless too, and looks magnificent in 
a super chunky alpaca. I love alpaca. 

And lastly, if you had to, ball of wool and 
a cup of tea or skein of silkand a glass 
of (mulled) wine? 

Definitely a ball of wool and a cup of tea. I'm a 
big tea fan and nothing beats the squishy feel 
of a super soft chunky ball of wool in a 
gloriously rich seasonal colour.

Using 4mm needles and B, cast on 28 sts. 

Knit 3 rows and cast off. 

TO FINISH OFF 

To assemble the earmuffs, join the two circles 
to either end of the headband. Make two 
pompoms (see below) and trim to a neat shape. 
Sew one to each of the circles. Catch the muffs 
in place over the top of the head. 

Pompoms can be made using the pompom 
makers now available, but they can also be 
homemade in the traditional way using two circles 
of card with a hole cut out of the centres, and 
winding the yarn around the card until the centre 
circle is full. The yarn is then cut between the two 
pieces of card and a length of yarn passed into 
the same place and tied tightly. The card is then 
pulled away from the resulting pompom, which 
will then need to be trimmed to a neat shape. •

Using MC, cast on 14 sts. Work all increases (Ml) 
and decreases (k/p2tog) in MC.

Inc as follows: 

Row 2: PI , Ml , *p, repeat from * to last st. Ml , 
pi. Join CC. 

Row 3: Kl in MC, Ml, [kl in CC, k3 in MC] 

3 times, kl in CC, Kl in MC, Ml, kl in MC. 

(Four pattern repeats in a row.)

4 times. Ml, pi in MC. 

Row 5: Kl in MC, Ml, kl in MC, [k3 in CC, kl in 
MC]4times, kl inMC, Ml, kl in MC. 

Row 6: PI in MC, Ml, p3 in MC, [pi in CC, p3 in 
MC] 4 times, pi in MC, Ml, pi in MC.

Row 7: Kl in MC, [kl in CC, k3 in MC] 5 times, kl 
in CC, k2 in MC. (Six pattern repeats in a row.)

Row 10: PI in MC, [pi in CC, p3 in MC] 5 times, 
pi in CC, p2 in MC.

Row 19: K5 in MC, [kl in CC, k3 in MC] 4 times, 
k3 in MC. (Four pattern repeats in a row.) 

Dec as follows: 

Row 20: P2tog, p2 in MC, [p3 in CC, PI in MC] 
4 times, p2 in MC, p2tog. 

Row 21: K2tog, kl in MC, [k3 in CC, kl in MC] 

4 times, kl in MC, k2tog. 

Row 22: P2tog, pi in MC, [pi in CC, p3 in MC] 

3 times, pi in CC, p2 in MC, p2tog. Break off CC. 
Continue in MC. 

Row 23: K2tog, k to last 2 sts, k2tog. 

Row 24: P2tog, p to last 2 sts, p2tog. 

Cast off remaining 14 sts, leaving long end. 

TO FINISH OFF 

Using the tapestry needle, thread the yarn 
through the remaining stitches of the hat and 
pull tightly, avoiding puckering. Sew in the end, 
securing the stitches. 

Starting on the Wrong Side (for the rib will be 
turned wrong side out later), sew the rib edges 
together for two-thirds of the way up (about 9cm) 
from the cast-on edge. Turn to the Right Side and 
continue stitching to the top of the crown. 

MAKING UP THE BOBBLE 

Stuff the bobble panel with roving yarn. 

Draw the edges in with a thread, securing the 
content. Make a bobble, by tying the centre 
tightly, and fasten it on top of the hat.

Brioche rib 

Q I'm always keen to try 
and expand my knowledge of 
knitting techniques and enjoy 
browsing the web for inspiration. I've come 
across a number of patterns in Brioche rib 
(isn't it just a 1 X 1 rib?) that I like but am a bit 
put off by the instructions, which seem a bit 
complicated. There seem to be yarn overs on 
every row. Doesn't this make it difficult to keep 
a track of stitch numbers? If you could offer any 
advice I'd really appreciate it.

A Brioche stitch is a clever combination 
of slipped stitches, yarn overs and simple 
decreases that looks very similar to Fisherman's 




rib, which is also worked without constantly 
having to bring the yarn between the needles 
to 'purl'. I've knitted a couple of samples, shown 
here, so you can see how Brioche compares 
to the standard 1 x 1 rib. Both of the swatches 
shown are 13 sts wide but whilst the elasticity 
of the 1x1 rib pulls inwards, the yarn overs (yo) 
worked on every row causes the swatch knitted 
in Brioche stitch to 'bulk out'. The stitches appear 
much fatter and the fabric created is dense, 
squishy and reversible, which is perfect for pretty 
much any project where warmth is a priority, 
from a simple scarf to a chunky sweater. 

Initially the technique can seem a bit daunting 
as the yarn overs add to the original stitch count, 
which can make it unclear which loops should (or 
shouldn't) be counted as stitches. You may also 
encounter some abbreviations such as 'sllyo' and 
'brkT for the first time. These apply specifically to 
this technique but once you've mastered the first 
few rows everything will fall into place. 

Brioche stitch can be worked in 1 or 2 colours 
over either an even or odd number of stitches, 
depending whether or not you want a selvedge 
(which can help to firm the edges). Remember 
when working that you should not be including 
the yarn over loops as individual stitches. The

knit/yarn over pairs should be counted as one 
stitch. There are a number of online tutorials 
available including www.verypink. corn's video 
which can be found atwww.youtube.com/ 
watch?v=pMhQwy4R2PA. If you're looking 
for helpful information, clear instructions 
as well as inspiration have a look at 
www.briochestitch.com where you'll also 
find further variations on the technique. 

For the moment though let's just get you 
started. The basic instructions below are 
worked in a single colour over an odd number 
of stitches with a selvedge: 

• Cast on the required number of odd sts 
using a loose cast-on method or cast on 
around two needles held together (remove the 
extra needle before the 1st Set Up row). This 
helps to avoid the edge pulling inwards once 
the rib starts to spread. 

• Work 1st Set Up Row: *K1, sllyo (bring the 
yarn between the needles to the front of work, 
slip next st purl wise then yarn over needle to 
make st); rep from * to last st, kltbl. 

• Work 2nd Set Up Row: Sll knit wise, yb, 

*brkl (Brioche knit 1 - knit the yarn over from 
previous row together with the knit stitch), 
sllyo; rep from * to last 2 sts, brkl, yf, sll . 

• Row 1: kl, sllyo, *brkl, sllyo; rep from * to 
lastst, kltbl. 

Row 2: sll, yb, *brkl, sllyo; rep from * to last 2 
sts, brkl, yf, sll. 

Repeat Rows 1 and 2 for the required length. 

• Take care to use a loose cast off method to 
avoid the fabric pulling in across the top edge. 



Simple shawl 

Q I'm not the world's most adventurous knitter. 
In fact, I realised the other day that most of my 
projects are either plain-coloured stocking 
stitch or striped stocking stitch! So, I need a 
change. I'm hoping you can help me out. I'd like 
to try a shawl but I'm not sure I'm up to lace just 
yet. Can you help by recommending a simple 
but stylish shawl that will keep me occupied? 

Pauline Fielding by email 

A It's great to hear that you're looking to push 
your skills beyond stocking stitch and though 
you may doubt whether you're currently up 
to lace knitting you could start with some 
simple lace swatches. Once you learn the basic 
principles and get used to balancing your yarn 
overs and decreases you may just surprise 
yourself. Until then have a lookatjoji Locatelli's 
'Inner Peace' shawl which is available online 
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fro m WWW. ravel ry.com/ patterns/li bra ry/ 
inner-peace. The main body of this reversible 
design is worked flat in garter stitch with a rib 
side panel and edged at the bottom with a 



bobble fringe detail. There's enough in the 
pattern to challenge you beyond the safety of 
stocking stitch and you can tackle lace on the 
next project! 



United knitting terms 

Q Perhaps because I have been reading 
/Cn/tt/ng for almost five years, or because 
I've been knitting for over fifty, I don't have 
any problem understanding a difference in 
terminology between US and UK patterns. 
However, I should clarify that I've never heard 
anyone nowadays refer to knitting needles as 
'pins' nor garter stitch as 'plain knitting.' These 
terms I believe are among several that crop up in 
vintage patterns, which are popular among some 
collectors. Moss and seed stitch, on the other 
hand, are terms likely to be confused, as both 
seem to be used somewhat interchangeably and 
one must always check the pattern. 

I absolutely LOVE Knitting magazine and 
eagerly await each issue. It always serves as 
inspiration for my projects, offering unique 
patterns that knit up into timeless garments. 
Here is a photo of a summer shell top I've worn 
for the last three summers, made from Peggy in 
your May 2011 issue. The distinctive design will 
always look fresh and new here in the US and 
gets compliments galore. 

As for Ravelry, I believe it should be inclusive 
for all yarn enthusiasts. Help is always nearby 



if some stitch or term is unfamiliar. We all need 
a detailed explanation now and then, and it's 
nice to know help is readily available no matter 
where we live. 

Sharon Major, Michigan USA 

A Hi Sharon, it's great to hear from you. I think 
the many years you've been knitting combined 
with your reading of Knitting have no doubt 
made it easy for you to switch between US and 
UK knitting terms. That said, you're absolutely 
right about how helpful sites like Ravelry can 
be; there is always help on hand from every far- 
flung corner. I think I had garter stitch in mind 
for plain knitting as the process involves just 
knitting (rather than alternating with purl) and 
I first came across the term 'pins' for needles 
when I first went to live in Scotland around 17 
years ago. It wasn't a term that I was particularly 
familiar with before then but it's certainly stuck 
in my head since then. 

I'm so pleased that you find the magazine 
so inspiring and love your version of Peggy by 
Sublime from issue 89, May 2011 . Whether 
you call it stocking or stockinette stitch, it's a 
beautiful, timeless piece.

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Match the swatch 



To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

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I love Christmas and, although it s not the 
most important part of the festivities, the 
giving and receiving of presents is one of 
my favourite parts of the celebration. When 
choosing a present for someone, I like to put a 
lot of thought into it; what would they really like? 
Is it their colour? Will they really use it? And of 
course, the receiving part is great too! As long 
as it s not more car window de-icer, thanks Dad. 

But I'm sure, as many of you know, being a 
knitter at Christmas can be a tricky thing. People 
all year round see you knitting and are constantly 
asking you fora jumper, a tea cosy, a set of 
cushions, a blanket, the list goes on. I try to 
politely fend them off, although I'm sure some of 
you are much more selfless and actually get your 
needles out for these opportunists. However, 
around Christmas this kind of woolly beggar 
behaviour ramps up a notch. Before you know it 
people are banging down your door wondering 
what socks you're going to knit them this year or 
when you're going to start that extremely large 
blanket they really, really want. But with so much 
going on at Christmas I think we could all do 
without adding to our knitting list. 

So my answer for you poor crafters facing 
the same predicament is to give them a 
wondrous thing that will be appreciated long 



after Christmas Day: the gift of knitting itself. 

Let me explain. I'm the kind of person that likes 
experiences as gifts, so tickets to the theatre, 
afternoon tea with a friend or a spa voucher 
mean more to me that a bottle of bubble bath 
ora set of mugs. So imagine if, instead of giving 
someone that hand knitted pair of socks they 
bugged you for, you give them the tools and 
know-how to make it for themselves? A nice box 
filled with yarn, needles and 'voucher' for you 
to give them knitting lessons means not only 
that you won't have to knit that pair of socks for 
them, giving you time for your own knitting, 
but also that you get to spend more time with 
that person.

Another plus 
is that they can now either become your new 
knitting buddy or, at the very least, gain an 
appreciation for the skills required to create 
such complicated things. 

Now I'm not saying that everyone is going 
to be eternally grateful, should you present 
them with what they regard as a box of sticks 
and string instead of the beautiful blanket they 
assumed was on its way to them. But when you 
invite them over for an afternoon of learning to 
knit, catching up over a chat, perhaps with some 



tea and cake thrown in there? Even if they don't 
get the hang of knitting themselves I'm sure 
you'd have a good giggle at the mess they get 
themselves into with the yarn and needles. 

So this year why not give someone some 
yarn, needles and the knowledge to knit? If you 
can give someone something that reaches far 
beyond the five seconds of joy they have when 
they open it then it will give them a lifetime of 
enjoyment and memories, which really is a true 
gift. Merry Christmas!
